OSAKA, Jan. 11—The prob- 
lem of Japan's defense buildup, 
including the Defense Agency 
budget for fiscal 1957, should 
be solved on its own merit and 
will not be influenced by Amer- 
ican desires declared Prime Min. 
ister Ishibashi in Osaka Friday. 

The statement was made at a 

ress conference at Shin Osaka 
Hotel j‘riday night following 
Ishibash '’s arrival here some 
seven hours behind schedule. 
Ishibashi is on a stumping tour 


- of the Kansai district. 


The Prime Minister also saif 


that he may have the oppor- 
tunity of visiting the United 


_ States sometime this year. 


Ishibashi further said that the 
Government is planning to or- 
ganize a foreign investment 
council designed to study invest- 
ments in Southeast Asian coun- 
tries in a proper manner. 

He expressed hope that the 
Japan-U.S. talks on the export 
of Japanese cotton textiles to 
America will come to a suc- 
cessful conclusion in the near 
future. 

Ishibashi added that he hopes 
to start negotiations wi. Pei- 
ping at an early date for r-cipro- 
eal establishment . of private 
trade missions. 

Earlier, Foreign Minister 
Kishi, also on a stumping tour, 
told Osaka reporters. that he did 
not intend to conduct formal 
negotiations with U.S. Govern- 
ment leaders in Japan on the 
defense questions. 

By formal negotiations Kishi 
meant such as were held Wed-

L. In Lemnitzer and U.S. Am- 
bassador John M. Allison. 

Kishi indicated that Informal 
talks between the Government 
and the U.S. Military Assistance 
Advisory Group would be suf- 
ficient to coordinate views on 
the question of Japan’s share 
of the cost to maintain U.S. 
security troops here. 

Referring to the question of 
Japan-Communist China. trade, 
Kishi said that the Japanese 
Government would have to auth- 


orize non-Governmental Chinese.

3. Eisenhower intended to 
prevent inflation by urging cau. 
tion both on management in ex- 
panding business and on labor 
in seeking wage increases, 

As Government views on 
Eisenhower’s message Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Hirohide Ishi- 
da Friday welcomed it as clari- 
fying the U.S. policy to work 
for world peace through disar- 
mament and in the utilization 
of atomic energy.

gary and other Soviet satellites. 

Meanwhile, Secretary-General 
Inejiro Asanuma of the Socialist 
Party said of the message, that 
the entire U.S. Mid-East policy 
is.still highly susceptible to a 
repetition of errors such as com- 
mitted by Britain and France 
over the Suez issue. 

Eisenhower's wish to conclude 
an international agreement for 
disarmament or limitation of 
nuclear weapons may be inter- 
preted as indicating his efforts 
to step forward for world peace, 
Asanuma admitted, 

Economic leaders on the other 
hand generally hailed Eisenhow- 
er’s message to Congress be- 
cause of a warning specially em- 
phasizing measures against in- 
fiation. 


Gov’t Ready 
To Negotiate 
Satellite Ties 


The Government instructed 
Toshikazu Kase, Japanese Am- 
bassador to the United Nations, 
and Haruhiko Nishi, Japanese 
Ambassador to London, to con- 
vey to Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia Japan's readiness to start 
negotiations for resumption of! 
diplomatic ties, a Government 
source disclosed Friday. 

The Foreign Office. which had 
been studying the question of 
reopening diplomatic ties with 
the two East European coun- 
tries, is said to have recently 
decided to open talks with Po- 
land in New York and Czecho- 
slovakia in London. 

The instructions to the Japa- 
nese Ambassadors were cabled, 
after Foreign Minister Kishi 
obtained Cabinet approval of 
the plan on Jan. 8. | 
Indications are that: neither of 
the two countries has yet re- 
plied to the Japanese. proposal.

Trade in '56 
Sets Record 
For Postwar 


Japan’s foreign trade set a 
postwar record in 1956 with a 
notable increase in trade with 
the dollar and sterling areas, ac- 
cording to the Customs statistics 
released Friday by the Finance 
Ministey. 46 mye. 9% 
$2,500,978,000 and $3,229,647,000, 
being an increase of $490,378,000 
(244 per cent) and $758,217,000 
(30.7 per cent), respectively 
over the preceding year. 

The unfavorable trade balance 
of $728,669,000 represented an 
increase of $267,839,000 over 
that of the previous year. — 

A monthly recapitulation re- 
veals that December registered 
the highest postwar record in 
both export and import with 
$272 million and $318 million, 
respectively. 

Main items purchased by dol- 
lar areas were machinery, tex- 
tiles and metal products, while 
sterling areas imported more 
textiles, machinery, foodstuffs 
and beverages from this nation, 

Japan’s imports from these 
two areas, especially from the 
sterling bloc, also showed a con: 
spicuous increase. Main im- 
ports .from the sterling area 
were textile materials, metal 
products, foods, beverages and 
mineral fuels, while increase in 
dollar area imports centered on 
metal products, textile ma- 
terials and mineral fuels. 

The bank revealed that re- 
ceipts and payments of foreign 
exchange last year totaled ¥3,- 
225 million and $2,932 million,

Yemen Said 
In Full-Scale 
Campaign

LONDON, Jan. 11 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Official reports reaching here 
Friday indicated that the Ye 
men has launched a full-scale 
campaign against the sheikh- 
doms of the eastern Aden Pro 
tectorate. eos 

“Repeated attacks” on the 
Protectorate were reported, and 
heavy Yemen reinforcements 
were observed moving toward 
the vaguely-defined frontier be- 
tween the two territories. 

British spokesman said the 
crisis was “more serious” than 
supposed. The Yemen, which 
reportedly has now completed 
an arms deal with Czechoslo- 
vakia may appeal for Commun- 
nist volunteers to help in the 
latest flare-up against Britain in 
the Middle East, according to 
its envoy in West Germany.

42 Years in the Jungle | 


Four Who Survived 


It 

KII-TANABE—People ask me 
since our return from the 
jungles of Mindoro, why we 
held out for 11 long years 
and whether we weren't home- 
sick, 

t have to tell them frankiy 
that we reached a point of 
diminishing return. We all got 
homesick, very homesick. Then 
we reached a stage beyond 
which we didn’t mind our 
separation too much. Our pres- 
ent was so primitive, it seemed 
to have no connection at a)] to 


our past. 


The Americans and Filip- 
iInos tried to get us to sur 
render many times. We a)- 
ways refused. We thought 
they were trying to trick us. 
From October 1945 to April 
1946 airplanes dropped sur. 
render leaflets at least five 
times, These papers told us 
that the United States and 
Japan had stopped fighting, 
that the war was over, that 
prisoners were being well 
treated and asking us to come 


out of the mountains. We 
thought the leafiets were 
psychological warfare propa- 


ganda, and we ignored them, 
We knew, of course, that the 
war in the Philippines had end- 
ed. We heard no shooting and 
saw no soldiers. 


Spotted Planes 


I had saved a pair of bino- 
culars. I spotted airplanes fiy- 
ing overhead that were not Japa- 
nese. I saw ships going by at 
sea and knew they were not 
warships. We weren’t sure what 
had happened to Japan. In our 
darkest hour we speculated that 
Japan might have surrendered, 
but we always had enough con- 
fidence to believe that the Japa- 
nese had survived as a race. 
Most of the time we were too 
busy just maintaining our prim- 
itive existence to think be- 
yond our mountain retreat. 
Our diet was mostly vegetar- 
ian. From the Mangyan tribe 
we borrowed corn and sweet 
potato seeds, which became our 
staple items. We also had 
bananas and pineapples. 


Four of us were born and 
raised on the farm. But farm- 
ing back home and in the 
Philippines turned out to be 
quite different. And the Mang- 
yans had still another system. 
They figured out how much food 
they would need from one crop 
to the next. In April and May 
they would cut down the trees 
and burn the underbrush and 
branches. They would sow the 
seeds on top of that. No fertil- 
izer was used. Our farming was 
a little more modern and. got 
better results. : 
: Raised Pigs 
For the first two years we 
ate no meat whatsoever. Then 
we raised pigs and chickens ac- 
quired from the Mangyans. We 
ate meat only on Japanese holi- 
days or on days of special 
significance to us. After 1950 
we celebrated these occasions 
by drinking our homebrewed 
banana and corn liquor. , 
We acquired tobacco seeds 
from the Mangyans and started 
our own little tobacco planta- 
tion. Instead of paper we used 
reeds to roll our cigarettes. We 
enjoyed 15 to 20 cigarettes a day. 
We carved ourselves a set of 
disiies out of coconut shells and 
woou. 
Our menu was varied. We 
alternated between baked sweet 
potatoes and a cereal made out 
of: sweet potatoes. We boiled 
and steamed the corn the way 
we cooked rice at home. We 
had potatoes for breakfast and 
corn for dinner. When our food 
supply ran low we ate only 
twice a day. , 
The monkeys of Mindoros 
filled our needs in several ways. 
We would catch them in a cage 
and hang. them from a tree.’ 
After letting out the blood, we 
cut off their hands and legs and 
skinned them. We ate the meat 
barbecued or boiled the carcass 
and drank the soup. The skins 
we used for blankets when our 
army blankets wore out, 

Kept Fire Burning 
One of our most guarded pos- 
sessions was.our fireplace. We 
lived in the fear that if the fire 
went out we could not get it 
started again. The embers cool- 
ed beyond kindling only a few 
times aoe Seal 1l years of 
ensign ch time we were 
able to light another flame with 
our army fiints. 
We were afraid that the house 
oo na burn down. At night we 
covered the embers with ash 
nd in:‘the morning would raise 

e flame again. We had four 
foot long logs that burned slow- 
ly. Once, the edge of the fire- 
place burned, but that’s ag far 
as the danger went. 

The fire was necessary not 
only to cook our food but to 
Keep us warm. The days were 
hot but the nights in the moun- 
tains were extremely cold, It 
also rained a lot. 

We built our house six feet 
off the ground. We had four 
sleeping rooms, a living room 
and a washplace. Facing the 
fields we had a veranda with

armchairs sit and relax, 

For beds ‘we found leaves and 
grass which we made into mats 
resembling tatarmis (Japanese 
straw mats). For blankets we 
used our army issues and mon- 
key. skins. 

in our clothing We were 
most economical. We didn 
have much from the beginning. 
We preserved our ragged uni- 
forms for festive occasions. In 
the daytime we walked about 
almost naked, wearing only a 
fundoshi (a G-string worn by 
Japanese farmers and laborers). 
We wove grass into sandals, For 
the cold, rainy days we tied 
the leaves and bark of a tree 
referred to by the natives as 
the oban tree into pants, blouses 
and hats. The Shere of the ba- 
nana tree were also turned in- 
to cloth. For thread we. un- 
wound a few of our old gar. 
inents. For needles we, pune- 
tured on one en a few pieces 
of wire and sharpened thé other 


end, 
Work Divided 


We divided the work up to 
suit our skills and inclinations. 
We usually farmed half the 
month and devoted the follow: 
ing two weeks to household re 


pairs. 

To preserve our clothes we 
never scrubbed them. We had 
no soap. We would soak our 
clothes in water for two or 
three days and thén beat them 
with a stick. 

As for ourselves we had a 
wooden bathtub and boiled the 
‘water in our helmets. An ela- 
borate and tiring process but it 
gave us an occasional hot bath. 
We took a cold rubdown bath 
every day. We acrubbed each 
other’s foamless. back, 

Lucky for us, Nakano had 
been a barber in civilian life, 
He had saved his tools and gave 
us many a latherless shave and 
haircut, 

Corporal Nakano helped to 
make life pleasanter for us. He 
carved a shakuhachi (Japanese 
flute) out of bamboo and also 
put together a guitar and a vio 
lin. For strings he used bam- 
boo skin. We sang the same songs 
over and over again. We played 
Japanese chess. We bet on these 
and other games. We held dis- 
tance-throwing rock contests 
and log-pushing competition. 

The winners would get pork 
for dinner or an extra ration of 
cigarettes. 

Kept Diary 

An occasional lesson was like- 
wise a part of our routine. 1 
was a teacher before the war. 
The others asked me to instruct 
them in arithmetic and kanji 
(Chinese characters used in the 
Japanese language). The mean- 
ing of the kanji characters was 
a problem even for me, Words 
and ideographs change their 
values over the years. Nothing 
has made me realize more con- 
cretely that we spent more than 
a decade in the Minodoro moun- 
tains than the complete change 


in meaning of the some of kanji}

F orces That Control Brain 
Still Mystery, Says Medic 


NEW YORK (AP)—Is the hu- 
man brain just a fantastically 
complex chemical and electrical 
machine? 

Tiny amounts of new-found 
chemicals can give us hallucina- 
tions. Put other drugs into the 
brain, and you dream every 
night. 

Or is there a mind that is 
needed to control the brain, yet- 
unknown forces that are ex- 
pressed as thought? 


The answer from a famous 
physician, Dr, Irvine H, Page of 
Cleveland, is that we must have 
a mind. But just what these 
mind forces are ig mot yet iden- 
tified, 

Dr. Page, a heart specialist, 
raised the question in an address 
at a closing session of the an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, 

A new scjence—the chemistry 
of the brain—has been born in 
the last few years, he said, 

One synthetic chemical, niok- 
named LSD-25, ceuses hallucina- 
tions when given to humans, 

But this is counteracted or 
abolished by serotonin, a chemi- 
cal which naturally exists in 
the blood and in the brain. 

Other scientists find that a 
ealm-down drug, reserpine, ap- 


parently works becalise it in-

creases the amount of serotonin 
in the brain. Later, this extra 
serotonin is removed by natural 
chemical agents in the brain. 

There is growing evidence 
also, said Dr. Page, that the 
brain secrets chemicals such as 
pituitary gland hormones and 
possibly a chemical—known as 
cerebrotonin — that regulates 
blood pressure. 


Another new family of drugs, 
the piperazines, can make _ peo- 
ple dream regularly. Dreams 
are one of the mysteries of life, 

“All of these sort of adven- 
tures into the chemical changes 
going on in the brain have rais- 
ed again a number of philo- 
sophical questions concernin 
the nature of thought itself, 
Dr, Page said. 

He said he thinks there is 
not enough evidence “for any 
firm belief that the mind is only 
a series of complex electrical 


circuits not unlike the indus-/ 


trial electronic ‘brains.’ 
- “A mind is required to con- 
trol the brain. 

“There is room for both the 
material aspects of the actions 
of the brain, such as the send- 
ing and receiving of messages, 
and. other as yet unidentified 
forces which are expressed 
through the brain as thought.”

The Socialist Five-Year Plan 


Economic Development Program Held Me tea but Unsocialistic’ 


Regardless of when the next 
ehneres elections might be held, 
the most important prerequisite 
would be the clarification of is- 
sues, as Liberal-Democratic 
Secretary Takeo Miki said re- 
cently. 

The issues for the conserva- 
tive party would be the new pro- 
gram advocated by the Ishibashi 
Cabinet. ‘To cope with it, the 
Socialists have their “five-year 
plan for economic construction,” 
which is due to be discussed and 
approved during the three-day 
convention to open on Jan, 17. 

The result of six-months’ 
labor by the Policy Deliberation 
Council of the Socialist Party, 
the detailed and many-faceted 
program pictures Japan at the 
end of the year 1961 as a con- 
siderably more livable land than 
what it is at present, ' 

Unlike the often unrealistic 
claims made by the Socialists in 
the past, the economic develop- 
ment plan in question is no Uto. 
pia to be conjured up in a few 
short years. — 

Actually, as the program it- 
self says, it is a five-year plan 
to be followed by a 10-year plan 
before - socialism is finally at- 
tained. 

As socialist plans go, there- 
fore, it is decidedly moderate. 

Much of it, in fact, is duplicated 
by the economic development 
ideas proposed by the conserva- 
tive party and the present Gov- 
ernment, 

Support Small Business 


An area of agreement, for in- 
stance, is found in the general 
aim of the Socialists at “expan- 
sion of Japanese economy with- 


out causing inflation”—the fa- 


mous shibboleth« flaunted by 
ae Minister Tanzan Ishiba- 
shi, 

The Socialist plan includes 
maximum utilization of natural 
resources, improvement and 
construction of production and 
communications facilities, solu- 
tion of unemployment, and 
other items, which would be 
essential in any economic de- 
velopment plan for Japan. 

There are several points in the 


program, however, which do 
characterize it as a “Socialist” 
plan. 


There is, for instance, much 
emphasis on encouraging small 
business. Of course, the conser- 
vative Government has not for- 
gotten to mention small busi- 
ness in its programs, But the 
Socialist plan practically leaves 
no stone unturned in proposing 
aids for this particular class. 
Its programs are based on the 
premise that “the capitalist eco-. 
nomy of our country has ex- 
yanded at the expense of small 
business and the farmer.” 

It was at their sacrifice that 
the “conservative force has pre 
served the interests of big en- 
terprises and speeded up Japan’s 
rearmament,” according to the 
plan. 

Curbing department stores so 
as to prevent them from “ob- 
structing the just profit of the 
consumer, retailer, and whole- 
saler as a whole” would be one 
specific measure, 


For Minimum Wage 


A key aim of the program, 
of course, is to improve the 
lot of the working man. Be- 
cause of the modernized labor 
legislation in postwar Japan, 
however, there is not a great 
deal to be done in this field. 
As a matter of fact the program 
proposes to “secure the (exist- 
ing) basic labor laws.” 

One of the measures the So- 
cialists propose is the establish- 
ment of a minimum wage sys- 
tem, which, incidentally, is. a 
major campaign objective of 
the labor unic..3 today. 

According to the Socialist 
plan, a working 15-year-old is 
to receive a minimum of ¥4,500 
a month, a 17-year-old 5,500 
and an 18-year-old ¥6,000. . 

Social security is a vital issue 
in the program. It proposes 
two health insurance services to

Asahi Shimbun said it was 
regrettable that President Eisen- 
hower failed, in his State of the 
Union message, to indicate how 
the U.S. would apply a “posi- 
tive” spirit in maintaining world 
peace.

understanding and trust.

Partly to meet that problem, 
the Socialists plan to organize a 
Peacefol Land Construction 
Corps, which is apparently not 
dissimilar to the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps tried in the 
US. 

Its members are to engage in 
land development programs, 
through such means as road 
construction, irrigation work, 
reforestation, reclamation and

When the plan is completed 
before the end of 1961, the liv- 
ing standard in Japan will be.

Plan Criticized 


Nobutane Kiuchi, an econom- 
ic expert and known critic of 
the Japanese Socialists, com- 
mented:

Socialists have come up with 
an over-all economic plan, 
which I hope will be studied In 
earnest by the people.” 

Kiuchi. holds, however, that 
the plan itself is “out of focus” 
on some vital points. 

“Since the important points 
are not clear in the plan, one 
is tempted to ask: ‘What's 
socialist about it?’” 

“It is difficult to decide 
whether they are still bent on 
carrying out some of the 
socialistic reform plans, which 
they had advocated in the past, 
since these points, they say, are 
all to be ‘put aside for the time 
being.’” | 

“Therefore,” Kiuchi con 
tinued, “one cannot help the 
impression that the five-year 
plan is still an impossible one, 
a dream.” 

On the other, hand, if one is 
to take an opfimistic attitude, 
the economist allowed, the pro- 
gram may be said to indicate 
the Socialists are maturing and 
their views now nearer com- 
mon sense. 

One of the reasons for this 
criticism of the Socialist plan 
may be that the Socialist Party 
since last year has made con- 
scious efforts to gain “a wider 
range of popular support.” 

The five-year program, there- 
fore, would be their bait for the 
voter in the next election, 
when the Socialists hope to ad- 
vance their parliamentary 


strength. 


State of Union Message 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—The 
following is a partial text of 
President Eisenhower's State of 
the Union message read before 
a joint session of the United 
States Congress today: 

“T appear before the Congress 
today to report on the state of 
the union and the relationships 
of the union to the other na- 
tions of the world. I come here, 
firmly convinced that at no time 
in the history of the republic 
have circumstances more em- 

hatically underscored the need, 
n all echelons of government, 
for vision and wisdom and reso- 
lution. : 

“You meet in a season of 
stress that is testing the fitness 
of political systems and the va- 
lidity of political philosophies, 
Each stress stems in part from 
causes peculiar to itself. But 
every stress is a reflection of a 
universal phenomenon. 

“In the world today, the 
surging and understandable 
tide’ of nationalism is marked 
by ‘widespread revulsion and 
revolt against tyranny, § in- 
justice, inequality and poverty. 
As individuals, joined in a com- 
mon hunger for freedom, men 
and women and even children 
pit their spirit against guns and 
tanks. On a larger scale, in an 
ever more persistent search for 
the self-respect of authentic 
sovereignty and the economie 
base on which national inde- 
pendence must rest, peoples 
sever old ties; seek new 
alliances; experiment — some- 
times dangerously—in their 
struggle to satisfy these human 


aspirations. 
Pattern Changes 
“Particularly, in the past 


year, this tide has changed the 


pattern of attitudes and think- 


ing - among millions. The 
changes already accomplished 
foreshadow a world transform- 
ed by the spirit of freedom. 
This is‘no faint and pious hope. 
The forces now at work in the 
minds and hearts of men will 
not be spent through many 
years. In the main, today’s ex- 


pressions of nationalism are, in | 
‘spirit, echoes of our 


fore- 
fathers’ struggle for independ- 
ence, 

“This republic cannot be aloof 
to these events heralding anew 
epoch in the affairs of mankind. 

“Our. pledged word, our en- 
lightened __ self-interest, our 
character as a nation commit 
us to a high role in world af- 
eae a _ of vigorous leader- 
ship, ready strength,

“The state of the union, at the 
opening of the 85th Congress 
continues to vindicate the wis- 
dom of the principles on which 
this republic is founded. Pro- 
Claimed in the constitution of 
the nation and in many of our 
historic documents, and found- 
ed in devout religious convic- 
tions, these principles enunci-

“Fidelity' to these principles, 
in our relations with other peo- 
ples, has won us new friend.

Isolation 
from them invites war, Our 
security is also enhanced by 
the immeasurable interest that 
joins us with all peoples who 
believe that peace with justice 
must be preserved, that wars of 
aggression are crimes against 
humanity, 
Armed Strength Vital 

“Another truth is that our 
survival in today’s world re- 
quires modern, adequate, de- 
pendable military strength. Our 
nation has made great strides 
in assuring a modern defense, 
so armed in new Weapons, $0 
deployed, so equipped, that 
today our security force is the 
most powerful in our peace- 
time history. It can punish 
heavily any enemy who under- 
takes to attack us. It is a maj- 
or deterrent to war. 

“By our research and devel 
opment more efficient weapons 
—some of amazing capabilities 
—are being constantly created. 
These vital efforts we shall con- 
tinue. Yet we must not delude 
ourselves that safety neces- 
sarily increases as expenditures 
for military research or forces 
in being go up. Indeed, beyond 
a wise and reasonable level, 
which is always changing and 
is under constant study, money 
spent on arms may be money 
wasted on sterile metal or in- 
flated costs, thereby weakening 
the very security and strength 
we seek. 

“National security requires 
far more than military power. 
Economic and moral factors 
play indispensable roles. Any 
program that endangers our 
economy could defeat us. Any 
weakening of our national will 
and resolution, any diminution 
of the vigor and initiative of 
our individual citizens, would 
strike a blow at the heart of 
our defenses. 

Alliances Important 

“The finest military establish- 
ment we can produce must 
work closely in cooperation with 
the forces of our friends, Our 
system of regional pacts, devel- 
oped within the Charter of the 
United Nations serves to in- 
crease both our own security 
and|the security of other na- 
tions. 

“This system is still a recent 
introduction on the world 
scene. Its problems are many 
and difficult, because it» insists 
on equality among its members 
and brings into association 
some nations traditionally divid- 
ed, Repeatedly in recent 
months, the collapse of these 
regional alliances has been pre- 
dicted. The strains upon them 
have been at times indeed 
severe. Despite these strains 
our regional alliances have 

roved durable and strong, and 
dire predictions of their disin- 
tegration have proved complete- 
false. 

“With other free nations, 
we should vigorously prosecute 
measures that will promote 
mutual strength, prosperity and 
welfare within the Free World. 
Strength is essentially a prod- 
uct of economic health and 
social well-being. Consequently, 
even as we continue our pro 
grams of military assistance, 
we must emphasize aid: to our 


friends in building more pro- 


ductive economies and in bet- 
ter satisfying the natural 
demands of their people for 
progress. Thereby we shall 
move a long way toward a 
peaceful world,

We are willing to enter any 
reliable agreement which would 
reverse the trend toward ever 
more devastating nuclear wea- 
pons; reciprocally provide 
against the possibility of 
surprise attack; mutually con-

tary expenditures. Our  con- 
tinuing negotiations in this 
field are 4 major part of our 
quest for a confident peace in 
this atomic age. 


“This quest requires as well 
a constructive attitude among 
all the nations of the Free World 
toward expansion of trade and 
investment, that can give all of 
us opportunity to work out eco- 
nomic betterment. 


New Organ Proposed 

“An essential step in this field 
is the provision 6f an adminis- 
trative agency to insure the 
orderly and proper operation of 
existing arrangements under 
which multilateral trade is now 
carried on. To that end I urge 
Congressional authorization for 
United States membership in 
the proposed Organization for 
Trade Cooperation, an action 
which will speed removal of 
discrimination against our ex- 
port trade 

“We welcome the efforts of a 
number of our European friends 
to achieve an integrated com- 
munity to develop a common 
market. We likewise welcome 
their cooperative effort in the 
field of atomic energy. 

“To demonstrate once again 
our unalterable purpose to make 
of atom a peaceful servant of 
humanity, I shortly shall ask 
the Congress to authorize full 
United States participation in 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency. 

“World events have magnified 
both the responsibilities and 
the opportunities of the United 
States Information Agency. 
Just as, in recent months, the 
voice of communism has be 
come re shaken and confus- 
ed, the voice of truth must be 
more clearly heard. To enable 
our information agency to cope 
with these new responsibilities 
and opportunities, | am asking 
the Congress to increase ap- 
preciably the appropriations for 
this program and for legislation 
establishing a career service for 
the agency’s overseas Foreign 
Service Officers. 

Asylum for Refugees 
“The recent historic events 
in Hungary demand that all 
free nations share to the extent 
of their capabilities in the res- 

ibility of granting asylum 

victims of Communist per- 
tion. I request the Con- 
promptly to enact legisia- 

ion to regularize the status in 

e United States of Hungarian 

fugees brought here as pa- 

ees. I shall shortly recom- 
mend to the Congress by special 

message the changes in our im- 
migration laws that I deem 
necessary in the light of our 
world responsibilities. 


“The cost of peace is some 
thing we must face boldly, 
fearlessly. Beyond money, it 
involves changes in attitudes, 
the renunciation of old prej- 
udices, even the sacrifice of 
some seeming self-interest. 

“Only five days ago I ex- 
pressed to you the grave con- 
cern of your Government over 
the threat of Soviet aggression 
in the Middle East, I asked for 


#—-| Kadar Regime Manifesto

WASHINGTON—The  10,000- 
word manifesto of Janos 
Kadar’s regime, published in 


Budapest Sunday, has many ex 
traordinary aspects. Not the 
least of these is that the docu- 
ment unquestionably received 
its final approval at the secret 
four-day Budapest meeting of 
satellite leaders with Soviet 
party chief Nikita Khrushchev. 

The timing of the k ng-await- 
ed document’s pud::cation sug- 
gests that Kadar was more an- 
xious to establish than to avoid 
any connection between his new 


program and the secret Commu- 


nist’ meeting; more anxious to 
point to the backing he has than 
to avoid the label of a puppet. 
And none of the participants ap- 
parently carec at all about the 
flagrant violation of the Warsaw 
treaty’s “national independence 
clause that is implicit in the 
framing of a strictly national 
program by a strictly interna- 
tional group. 

The substance of the Kadar 
regime’s statement itself also 
bears testimony to its unique 
origin. It consists of four parts: 
(a) attempted justification of 
the Soviet Army’s ruthless sup- 
pression of the Hungarian re- 
volt; (b) a blunt declaration 
that one-party rule and “dicta- 
torship of the proletariat” will 
continue in Hungary; (c) a can- 
did admission that communism 
has failed to put the country on 
a sound economic basis; and (d) 
vaguely-worded promises of 
political, economic and cultural 
concessions, carefully qualified 
so that they might mean any- 
thing or nothing. 

The first point—Soviet armed 
intervention—is exactly what 
Soviet propaganda has been try- 
ing to justify for weeks. But 
the statement still fails to ex- 
plain why 20 Soviet divisions 
were needed to t down a 
“counterrevolution” which was 
“opposed by th: masses of work- 
ers and peasants” in Hungary. 

Phe declaration—which inci- 
dentally carries no personal 
signature—proclaims, the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat, and 
offers “democracy and freedom” 
to workers, peasants and “every 
law-abiding Hungarian citizen.” 
However, “elements who attack 
and incite” against the lawful 
order “cannot share in the free- 
dom, not even if they disguise 
their counterrevolutionary as- 
1’ tions by democratic 
slogans.” That is to say, the re- 
gim. will tolerate no opposition 
and no criticism; indeed, to 
judge by the experience of the 
Stalin era, there is an ominous 
threat of ruthless police-state 
practices in this passage of the 
document. : 

Economically, the statement 
contains some devastating ad- 
missions: that the “best utiliza- 
tion” of the country’s resources 
had been sorely lacking in past 
planning, and that money had 


beer. squardered in “superfluous 
investments.” 

There is little in the docu 
ment to cheer the Hungarian - 
peasants who uave long opposed 
collectivization. The “socialist 
transformation of agriculture” 
iL proclaimed one of the govern- ' 
ment’s main tasks. A strongly- 
worded paragraph is directed at 
peasants who try to withdraw 
from cooperative farms and re’ 
gain control of their land and 
equipment; such actions will be 
opposed by “the full severity of. 
the proletarian dictatorship. 

By contrast to the agricul. 
tural stipulations, the statement - 
is highly ambiguous on industri 
al organization. It recommends 
“decentralization” of control 
over industrial enterprises, but 
fails to say how this will be 
carried out—if at all, 

Last but not least, there is 
no indication in the declaration 
that the Sovi-t forces will leave 
Hungary. In fact, the presence 
of the troops is declared neces. 


tn the district of Yokote in. 
Akita Prefecture, a rite called 
Kamakura for Suijin-sama, the 
water god, is held from Jan, 12- 
15. The district has never had 
a good supply of drinking water. 
Accordingly the residents have 
always paid their respects to 
Suijin-sama, But this rite of 
Kamakura is particularly signi- 
ficant, as it is a children’s rite 
in which they take the main 
parts. Similar rites are also 
seen ‘in many other places 
where there is heavy snowfall. 

Children dig a cave in a snow 
pile near their house, generally 
by the well as it is in honor 
of the god of water. The cave 
is made in the shape of a Japa- 
nese kama or kitchen cauldron. 
It is thus the rite has come 
to be known as Kamakura (caul- 
dron cave). The cave is large 
enough to hold 10 or a dozen 
children, 

At the innermost part of the 
cave is placed a lighted candle 
and various offerings of food 
and fruits are placed in front 
of it. Children gather in the 
cave, and after bowing to. the 
candle warm amazake, a sweet 
drink made of fermented rice. 
They have a joyous time in the 
cave drinking it, the rest of the 
time sitting solemnly in. the . 
cave. 

Of course, older people help 
the children prepare for the rite 
but children are the main ob- 
servers of the rite. ; 

Villagers and others who pass _ 
by the Kamakura always stop 
and bow, often offering money 
or mochi (rice cakes) to the 
children inside, 


Congressional authorization to 
help counter this threat.

Although in some cases details 
will be new, the underlying 
purpose and objectives will re- 
main the same, 


Interdependent World 


“All proposals made by the 
Administration in this field are 
based on the Free World’s unity. 
This unity may not be imme- 
diately obvious unless we ex- 
amine link by link the chain of 
relationships that binds us to 
every area and to every nation. 
In spirit the Free World is one 
because its peoples uphold the 
right of independent existence 
for all nations. I have already 
alluded to their economic inter- 
dependence. But their inter- 
dependence extends also’ into 
the field of security. : 

“First of all, no reasonable 
man will question the absolute 
need for our American neigh- 
bors to be prosperous and 
secure, Their security and 
prosperity are. inextrica*iy 
bound to our own. And we 
are, of course, already joined 
with these neighbors by historic 
pledges. 

“Again, no reasonable man 
will deny that the freedom and 
prosperity and security of 
Western Europe are vital to 
our own prosperity and sec- 
urity. If the imstitutions, the 
skills, the manpower of ts 
peoples were to fall under the 
domination of an aggressive im- 
perialism, the violent change 
in the balance of world power 
and in the pattern of world 
commerce could not be fully 
compensated for by any Amer- 
ican measures, military or 
economic. | 

“But, these people, whose 
economic strength is largely de- 
pendent on free and uninter- 
rupted movement of oil from 
the Middle East, cannot prosper 
—indeed, their economies would 
be severely impaired should 
that area be controlled by an 
enemy and the movement of oil 
be subject to its decisions. 


All Are Neighbors 


“Next, to the eastward, are 
Asiatic and Far Eastern peoples, 
recently returned to independ- 
ent control of their own affairs 
or now emerging into sovereign 
Statehood. Their potential 
strength constitutes new assur- 
ance for stability aud peace in 


the world—if they can retain 
their independence. Should they 
lose freedom and be dominated 
by an aggressor, the world-wide 
effects would imperil the secu- 
rity of the Free World. 

“In short, the world has so 
shrunk that all free nations 
are. our neighbors. Without 
cooperative neighbors, the Uni- 
ted States cannot maintain its 
own security and welfare, be 
cause: 

“First, America’s vital inter- 
ests are worldwide, embracing 
both hemispheres and every 
continent, 

“Second, we have community 
of interest with every nation 
in the Free World. 

“Third, interdependence of 
interests requires a decent res- 

for the rights and the 
peace of all peoples. 

“These principles motivate 
our actions within the United 
‘ations. There, before all the 
world, by our loyalty to them, 
by our practice of them, let us 
strive to set a standard to 
which all who seek justice and 
who hunger for peace can raily. 

“May we at home, here at the 
seat of government, in all the 
cities and towns and farmlands 
of America, support these prin- 
ciples in a personal effort of ded- 
ication. Thereby each of us can 
help establish a secure world 
order in which opportunity for 
treedom and justice will 5€ more 
widespread, and in which the re 
sources now dissipated on the 
armaments of war can be re 
leased for the life and growth 
of all humanity. 

Inalienable Rights 

“When our forefathers pre 
pared the immortal document 


that proclaimed our independ 


ence, they asserted that every 
individual is endowed by nis 
creator with certain inalienable 
rights, As we gaze back through 
history to that date, it is ciear 
that our nation has striven to 
live up to this declaration, ap- 
plying it to nations as well as to 
individuals. @ 
“Today we proudly assert that 
the Government of the United 
States is still committeed to 
this: concept, both in its activi 
ties at home and abroad. 
“The purpose is divine; the im- 
plementation is human. 
“Our country and its Govertr 
ment have made mistakes— 
human mistakes. They have 
been of the head—not of the 
heart. And it is still true that 
the great concept of the dignity 
of all men, alike created in UX 
image of the Almighty, has 
been the compass. by which we 
have tried and are trying © 
steer our course. 2 
“As long as we continue by 
its guidance, there will be true 
progress in human affairs, both 
among ourselves and among 


those with whom we deal. To 
achieve a more perfect fidelity 
to it, I submit, is a worthy am- 
bition as we meet together in 
this the first session of the 85th 


Congress.” | 
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
